to take the pouch from a post beside 


the track, the mail to be left at the 


stations being thrown off as the 


train passed the depot.

o w in g to the 


great 
danger to persons standing 


on the depot platforms, and occa­ 


sionally a sack of mail would tum­ 


ble back "under the train and be 


ground 
to 
pieces 
beneath 
the 


wheels. 


T h e n ew contrivance takes the 
pouch off the post as the old one 
did, but it leaves the new 
pouch 
h a n g in g there, safe from the wheels 


and safe for the bystanders. 
It is operated much as the old 
one w as— b y a postal clerk at the 
door of the car, and on its trial trip 
yesterday not a pouch was missed, 
either to be taken on or put off.

SOME FIGURES, 


Which Indicate the Size o f the Philip­ 
pine Pro hieiii. 


The area of the Philippines, says 
the Boston Transcript, is about 
120.000 square miles, or approx­ 
imately that of Japan or of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 
The popula­ 
tion is probably about 10,000,000, 
the estimate being based on the 
number of families paying capita­ 
tion tax to the bpanish govern­ 
ment. 
The inhabitants who do 
not live in parishes are not included 
in the Spanish official estimates. 
The island of Luzon is larger 
than Cuba, about the area of E ng ­ 
land. 
Its population is about two 
thirds that of the whole Philip­ 
pine group and its area nearly half 
that of the Philippines— say about 
50.000 square miles. 
Mindanao is 
next in size— 36,000 miles— but the 
Spanish hold only parts of the coast 
and the interior population is semi­ 
independent. 
Then follow eight other large isl­ 
ands, varying from 1,200 to 5,500 
square miles. 
Of these the ‘Tsla 
de P anay” (the name of one of the 
warships destroyed by Dewey) is 
the most populous. 
Its area, 4,500 
square miles, is twice that of Cebu 
Island. 
For convenience we may 
figure in our mind a group of islands 
Soo miles north and south, with the 
large island of Luzon at the Korth- 
ern extremity and the large island 
of ^lindanao at the southern ex­ 
tremity, with the other eight of the 
larger islands huddled 
between 
them.
